(including Marilyn Manson, Rage Against the Machine, and the Mighty Mighty 
Bosstones) in January of 1998. Mr. Crash requires that local bands send him promo- 
tional materials, such as stickers, t-shirts, and compact discs, if they want to sell such 
materials at “the show’ (all merchandise must be approved by the man himself). 
However, Mr. Crash mysteriously does not “have the time” to provide any written con- 
firmation of the lineup, time slots, or merchandising arrangements for measly 
unsigned bands. Upon one follow up call, it was learned that Avalon Attractions has 
never heard of this man, and that there is no such event scheduled at OC 
Fairgrounds. This is a man making false promises in an attempt to acquire free 
goods. Lesson to be leamed: save your promotional materials for legitimate concert 
promoters, and never be afraid to ask for something in writing.

Boarding for Breast Cancer 
Was a Day to Look, Listen, and 
Learn How fo Live : 


-Kim Owens 


My best friend came to my apartment with this look 
in her eyes of. amazement and worry. She was holding 
an article on the Boarding for Breast 
Cancer event. What really caught my 
attention was how the whole event 
got it's start a few years back. 
Monica Steward of Bonfire 
Snowboarding Clothing had con- 
tracted breast cancer at the age of 
26 and died at the age of 29. "Oh, 
my God, I'm older than her right 
now!" kept repeating Itself over and 
over in my mind as | read on. 


I've never believed that ignorance is 
bliss, and I've obviously been ignorant), 
in thinking that breast cancer is only 
something to worry about when | hit 
my 40's or $0's. Unfortunately, 
Monica's death is brutal reality that 
any of my friends or myself should be 
more aware of what is being done, 
or not being done. to find a cure and 
to support those with the disease. 


Now there are many involved in 
doing something about the igno- 
rance. Last year the First Annual 
Boarding for Breast Cancer event 
was launched at Sierra Tahoe by 
W.I.G. Magazine and Fuse Sports, 
accompanied by many sponsors 
including Vans, Burton, Bonfire 
Snowboarding, Kurvz, Airwalk, and 
Sessions. They succeeded in raising 
$50,000, with over 75% of the pro- 
ceeds going directly to the Fund, 


This year's event, still held at Sierra at Tahoe, resulted in 
raising another $55,000 for education and research, 
Many of the same sponsors participated, and more, 
and there was additional coverage provided by MTV 
and American Journal. 











Even though the weather wasn't cooperating as well 
as last year, there was still a level of fresh excitement 
that permeated throughout as volunteers and the 
sponsor's representatives prepared for the day's activ- 
ities, and for the 4,000 people who arrived to look, lis- 
ten, and learn. 


The attendees were able to see over 75 pro riders 
participate in snowboarding exhibitions in big air and 
halfpipe. Tina Basich, Michelle Taggart, Noah Brandon, 
Joe Curtes, Shannon Dunn, Satu Jarvela, and Wendy 
Powell, were some of the riders who contributed their 


time, talent and registration fees. 


Cara Beth Burnside and Jimi Scott came in first place 
for the Pro halfpipe. Pro Big Air was won by Katrina 
Warnick and Eric Klassen, and the Am Big Air first 
place award went to Michelle Shetler and Sean 
Tedore. 


And in addition to being able to snowboard them- 

selves, people could take a break in the day and 

check out the bands who were scheduled fo enter- 

tain, including Angel Face, 7 Year Bitch, Primus, That 
Dog, and Luscious Jackson, 


‘WWOther activities included The BBC 
Scavenger Hunt, which was devised as 
a fun way for attendees to gather 
information and get to know other 
people. The hunt took you to the 
Breast Cancer booth to gather educa- 
tional literature, and to the WIG. 
|iMagazine booth. There they had a vis- 
iting nurse on hand to answer ques- 
tions put to her by young women such 
as, how to do an exam if you've had 
breast implants. And the women were 
also able to pick up unique nail polish 
and lipstick, donated by Urban Decay.

Considering 
a\\|they did this all day, they're product 
donation must have been substantial. 


W.I.G. Magazine was one of the key 
sponsors whose focus is supporting women in sports, 
art, music, and culture. Dawn Kish from W.I.G. was one 
of Monica Steward's close friends and was here 
again to contribute time and effort to something that 
has affected her in a very personal way, "This year we 
have a booth, but | really want to promote educa- 
tion. We're really trying to increase self-examination in 
young women. Monica got breast cancer at 26 and 
died at 29. I'm 26 now," she says. 


Kathleen Gasperini, the Editor/Owner and "Big Wig" at 
W.I.G. Magazine, tells of a frightening fact, "More than 
1,8 million women in this country have the disease - 
and 1 million more don't know they have it.” Reasons 
behind the lack of diagnosis is once again the igno- 
rance factor. It is assumed that young women are 
not at risk, and that lumps are thought fo be a

There were as many men as 
women who were adamant 
about doing what they could to 
support the Breast Cancer fund. 
John Pittengero and Tim Sowers 
from Vans were working thelr _ 
booth again this year. Tim says, "I 
think things like this, Board-Aid 
and BBC, is a good thing 
because it brings people out fo 
snowboard and all the compa- 
nies to support it. It's kind of a 
new concept and it works." 


John adds, "Now there's a lot 

more women involved in the 
sport.| think If's a great event. 
Everyone that came last year 

was really stoked on it. The word - 
got ouf and it makes the deal a lot 
bigger for this season." 


Well, | found out there's not a sexual discrimination 


issue with Breast Cancer because men can get it too. 


Another friend, Sharlene Strabley, who had made the 
trek with us to Sierra was well aware of this fact, Her 
grandfather had contracted breast cancer just a few 
years back. Over 1,400 men are diagnosed every 
year with breast cancer, and 290 men die. 


| was made aware of this statistic by Susan Izzo, a 
snowboard photographer who wanted to do some- 
thing for BBC herself. She had an exhibit set up which 
displayed photographs and poems from breast can- 
cer patients from her home town of Burlington, 
Vermont. She explains, "| recruited women in the area 
with breast cancer, or survivors, and worked with 
them for three months developing relationships and 
photographs." 


She also had quite a display of breast cancer facts 
she had gathered in her own research. She goes on 
to say, "I was really fortunate and honored to work 
with them. Each woman was so different in the diag- 
nosis, how they are treating themselves, and how 





they're living their lives." 


One of her displays included Qa serious of poems writ- 
ten by Pat Fontaine, taken. from her book, "Lifting My 
Shirt." Susan tells me. "She wrote from the day she was 
diagnosed. Every day she writes and every day a 
new poem comes out of her. Each one is so different, 
the stages and steps and feelings she's been experi- 
encing over the past five years" she says. 


The next display was of two women, Lee and her 
partner Jony, Lee was diagnosed with breast cancer 
one year ago, and has taken a more natural 
approach to treatment. Susan explains, 
"She has been one of my biggest inspira- 
tions, | will be friends with her for life. She's 
using the holistic method of healing, she's 
not going to modern medicine. That's 
what she believes in, and that's how she's 
going to do it," she says adamantly.

Since that day I've gotten a chance to read an arti- 
cle Monica Steward had written for W.I.G. after her 
surgery, and If was then that reality hit, She relates the 
fear of finding out she had breast cancer, the pain of 
her surgery, and her optimism for 100% recovery. Her 
outlook on life was so positive when she faced death 
head on. And she poses a question that | ask myself 
and pose to you now, "Why do we need to have a 
near death experience to thrust us into living life the 
way we're supposed to?"
